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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE IN CHARGE OF ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE ACADEMY, APRIL 4 AND 5, 1913 

The unexpected absence of the President of the Academy at the time of 
the Annual Meeting, because of his recent appointment to government service 
at Panama, gives the committee an opportunity to thank him for the time and 
effort he had spent in making preliminary arrangements for the program. He 
had accomplished so much that there remained little for the committee to do 
except to complete details.

We wish to express our appreciation of the services of Prof. Samuel McCune 
Lindsay, Prof. Irving Pisher, Mr. Porter R. Lee of the New York School of 
Philanthropy, Hon. Morris L. Cooke, Director of Public Works of Philadelphia, 
Prof. R. C. McCrea, Dean of the Wharton School of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Hon. E. E. Clark, Chairman of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion—the gentlemen who presided at the six sessions of the Annual Meeting. 
The morning and afternoon sessions were more largely attended than in 
any previous year and the interest in the subjects treated was so great that 
there were always numbers waiting for an opportunity to take part in the dis- 
cussions when it became necessary to close the meetings.
